18. (Currently Amended) Earpiece according to Claim 17, wherein the 
auditory canal tab has comprises structure defining a bore configured to hold the 
signal conductor. 

19. (Currently Amended) Earpiece according to Claim 17, wherein the 
auditory canal tab has a diameter that makes up only a fraction of is less than a 
diameter of the patient's auditory canal. 

20. (Currently Amended) Earpiece according to Claim 15, wherein the shank 
that follows th e out e r edg e of th e cavum concha e runs b e yond an angl e d location for 
th e trav e rs e s e gm e nt, along th e pati e nt's anthelix. and forms an additional comprises a 
second shank there connecting with the angled traverse segment and extending in an 
opposite direction to the shank, the second shank configured to follow the outer edge 
of the patient's cavum conchae . 

21. (Currently Amended) Earpiece according to Claim 20, wherein the 
additional second shank is e xt e nd e d adapted to extend to a location behind the 
patient's antitragus.
